REMARKS 


Claims 1-8, 10-13, 15-17, 21-25, and 36-38 are pending. Claim 14 has been cancelled. 
The pending claims have been amended to address any ambiguities and the 35 U.S.C. §112 
rejections. The claims have been amended to clarify that the user request may or may not be a 
request for content. If the protocol of the user request indicates that it is not a protocol for 
requesting and retrieving content, the request is simply processed by a network gateway device 
and is transmitted to a destination server, as opposed to a target content server. If the user 
request is for content, the request is eventually transmitted to a target server. Support for the 
amendments may be found, for example, at page 15, lines 10 to 14. The user request is not in a 
protocol for requesting and retrieving content, it is not altered in any way (a redirection 
destination header is not added) and it is not sent to a proxy server.

For these reasons, Applicant believes the amended claims and the dependent claims are 
patentable over the cited references.
